AN EVENING IN PINEVILLE 


From The Detroit Free Press. 

The scene is at Pineville, Ky., the month 
December and the weather abominable. For 
days it has rained and now the streams have 
swollen to their banks, horses sink to the knees 
in mud, the clouds hang heavy over the Cum- 
berland range, a fog almost obscures the val- 
ley and the prospect from the hotel windows is 
enough to give one a suicidal mania. This is 
almost the extreme southeastern portion of the 
state. Along the heavy clay road yonder, where 
teams of four or six mules find it laborious to 
drag an empty wagon, long lines of soldiers, 
in blue and in gray, have marched and coun- 
ter-marched, as the forces of the north or south 
in turn held Cumberland Gap, the grim moun- 
tain gateway to Tennessee which lies but a few 
miles distant. In those times one could often 
hear the roar of the great guns from the gap; 
sometimes there was skirmishing for the con- 
trol of the ford of the Cumberland, within 
sight of where we stand this rainy day, look- 
ing through the window-pano at the dreary 
prospect. . 

After the war Pinevillo fellasleep. It was 
remote from railroads, and its people, after ex- 
changing poultry and other small farm com- 
modities for tea, coffee and sugar, divided their 


‘corn crop into three parts—one to be ground 


into meal or hominy for themse:ives; one to be 
used in fattening hogs to make their bacon; 
one, and the largest, to go to the moonshine 
stills and come out as_ thejrankest and fieriest 
whisky. 

On the December day named, Pineville was 
in the early stages of a ‘“‘boom.”’ An uncom- 
pleted railway ended there and one might buy 
a ticket from San Francisco with reasonable 
confidence that he would be dumped in the 
mud of the new-old village--now a city—if 
not sooner thrown from a crazy trestle or 
through a flimsy bridge. An English company 
was building to meet this line from the south- 
ward and soon—as all Pineville believed— 
every one would be rich and one of the great 
cities of the south would grow up in a year. It 
was because of the boom that I looked from 
the window of a modern hotel, with clean beds, 
good food, good service and—odd as it may 
seem—home-made gas and a bathroom.

/ court of the United States, and shed light and 


learning onallthe causeshe argued before 
that grand judicial tribunal of nine judges. 
While at the bar ho prepared and had }ub- 
lished ‘‘Paschal’s Annotated Constitution,” 
which is the only law boak of its kind, and isa 
ready reference to all the decisions 
of the supreme court of the 
United States and the most eminent text 
writers of standard law on the interpretation 
of the constitution of the United States. 

This book is dedicated by the author, Judge 
George W. Paschal, to “The People of the 
United States,’’ and therefore the people of 
Oglethorpe county come in for remembranco 
by this native son of this county in the dedica- 
tion of this useful law book. This eminent 
man is also the author of an able and adm ra- 
ble law book entitled “A Treatise on Charita- 
ble Uses.”’

The result? Well, simply tnis: All of them 
were fooled.

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THE IRONED SKELETON. 


It Recalls an Old-Time Tragedy—Running 
Down an Eloping Wife. 
From The San Francisco Chronicle. 


Some weeks ago The Stockton ees gee 
published an account, which was copied in The 
Chronicle, of the finding of a skejeton in the 
bottom of a shaft at Murphy’s, Calaveras 
county, the forearms of which bore handcuffs 
and the connecting chain. The discovery was 
said to have caused a great deal of speculation 
at Murphy’s, but no one could make a g 
guess at the identity of the relics. 

A San José man, who was one of the party 
that executed vengeance on the destroyer of 
a home, gives the following explanation of the 
mystery, Which forms one of the most dramatic 
stories of real life that has been related in 
many aday. His story is given in his own 
words: “ 

There are but three persons living who can 
explain the mystery attached to the hand- 
cutfed skeleton recently found at Murphy’s in 
Calaveras county. Two of the three will as- 
suredly never do so. 

In 1865 a gentleman and his wife purchased 
a handsome residence on Santa Clara street in 
the city of San Jose. They had plenty of means 
and moved in the best society. The gentleman’s 
business calied him to San Francisco quite often. 
There lived next door to their residence a 
policeman. The gentleman and wife seemed 
happy and contented, and no cloud was known 
to ever have darkened the sunshine of their 
household. On Monday morning after the 
gentleman had taken his departure for San 
Francisco the policeman saw a well-known 
gambler talking to the wife at the rear gate, 
and was much surprised. Tuesday evening 
the gentleman returned from San Francisco 
and found his home deserted, and a note from 
his wife stating that she had left him. 

For some hours the husband was completely 
prostrated. Next morning he signaled the 
policeman to come to him and asked him if he 
could and would keep a secret. On receiving 
the assurance of the policeman the husband 
told his trouble, and was directed by the officer 
to keep quiet and remain inside the house. The 
policeman went and hunted for the gambler, 
but he was nowhere to be found. After 
quietiy making inquiries in places.which the 
gambler frequented, he learned that he had 
hired a horse and Duggy, stating that he 
would be gone some days. 

The husband saw his wife’s brother, who 
lived not farfrom his residence, and told him 
all. They soon decided what to do, and with 
a trusted friend and policeman were soon well 
mounted and on their way toward Livermore 
valley. At Washington Corners they learned 
that a gentleman and a boy 
had passed there in a buggy very 
early that morning. It was then late 
in the evening, and as neither of the party 
knew the road to Livermore, they went toa 
farmhouse and passed the night. Early next 
morning they started through the mountains, 
and arriving at Livermore, learned that the 
couple had been seen there. 

The pursuing party pushed on across the 
mountains in the San Joaquin yalley and 
learned that the fugitives had crossed the 
ferry on the San Joaquin river. Here 
they lost track of the buggy, but about 
noon next day learned that such a couple 
had been seen at Farmington. The pur- 
suers lost as little time as _ possible in 
reaching Farmington, and there learned 
that the man inquired the way to Sonora. 
Bus the party could not find the buggy 
tracks on the Sonora road, and did not think 
the gambler would likely tell his destination, 
and so they took the road to Angel’s camp, 
and, after going ten or twelve miles, meta 
traveler who told them he had met such an 
puttit. The party spurred on their horses, but 
took the road to Aa a ata and there were put 
pn the road to Angel’s. 

On reaching that place they learned that the 
touple were but an hour ahead. They hired 
fresh horses at the Angei’s livery stable and 
hastened the pursuit. Just as darkness was 
getting in and Murphy’s in sight, four horse- 
nen dashed up to the buggy, and 
with drawn revolvers commanded a 
hait. The gambler was told to 
get out of the buggy. The policeman placed 
a pairof handcuffson him. His boy com- 
panion proved to be the fleeing wife in male 
attire. The brother gotinto the buggy with 
his sister; the policeman walked down the 
road a short distance toward Angel’s, leading 
the horses, and the buggy followed. , 

In about an hour the husband and his friend 
returned, but no one asked what had become 
of the gambler. The pursuing party, increased 
by the addition of the woman in male attire, 
arrived late at Angel’s and stopped over night 
at the hotel, all registering under fictitious 
names. A-few days thereafter they all re- 
turned to San Jose. The husband went to San 
Francisco and thence east, where he died in 
less thar a year. 

Everything had been planned and carried 
out so quietly that no one in San Jose, outside 
of the parties interested, knew anything of the 
flight and return of the faithless wife. Lt was 
the wonder of the Garden City, and created a 
great deal of talk, why Mr. W——had de- 
serted his beautiful wife. 

About two years thereafter the wife was 
courted by an ex-governor, b=t later on mar- 
ried a wealthy banker of San Franci&co, and 
today is one of the most attractive women of 
her age in that city. 

This brief sketch will, in a measure, solve a 
mystery which it would not be wise to fully 
disclose by giving further particulars atl 
names, as all the respensible parties but two 
the handcuffed skeleton and the betrayed hus- 
band—are still alive, respected and well- 
known citizens of central California.

Earth Currents, 

The Electrical Engineer contains the report 
of a striking address on ‘‘Earth Currents,” by 
Mr. William Fenn, of Buffalo. He shows 
their existence by the simple experiment of 
grounding the two ends of a telegraph wire 
and isolating it from the working batteries. A 
sensitive galvanometer attached to the wire 
will show the passage of electric currents of 
varying strength and direction. In the 
vicinity of Buffalo they flow usually 
from southwest to northeast, and vary in 
strength from one-fifth of a milliampere to 
two and occasionally,four milliamperes. In 
electrical storms he has observed currents of 
thirty to forty milliamperes, which would be 
strong enough to work telegraphic apparatus. 
He has noticed that earth current disturbances 
have usually accompanied solar or metorologi- 
cal phenomena and thinks there must be some 
connéction between the two. 

Mr. Preece, the English government elec- 
trician, has been studying these currents for 
years, and thinks they are directly due to the 
aetion of the sun, which by _ induc- 
tion causes a variation of the lines 
of potential on the earth’s surface. ‘It is 
quite certain,” says Mr. Finn, ‘‘that there is a 
close relation between the condition of the sun 
spot period on the one hand and these great 
temporary electric storms on the other, and all 
information obtained as a result of accurate 
and systematic observations on telegraph 
wires at Zimes of unusual solar excitement 
cann help.te bring important additions 
to our knowledge of the physical condition of 
the earth.” 

The explanation which he thinks the most 
satisfactory so far proposed to account for the 
existence of earth currents is as follows: 

“It is a well-known fact that a difference in 
temperature maintained at the opposite ends 
of a heterogeneous conductor will cause a 
steady current of electricity to flow through it. 
Take, for example, a bar of copper and one of 
iron, and solder them together at one end, 
leaving their opposite ends free, and connect 
these free extremities with a galvanometer. 
If now the point of conjunction between the 
two bars be Leated, a current will] circulate 
through the system, and its strength will be 

roportional to the difference in temperature 
tween the soldered and free ends of the con- 
ductors. 

‘“‘Nowthe earth is a huge heterogeneous 
conductor whose opposite sides are kept at un- 
equal temperature by the heat of the sun, and 
it is quite within the range of probability that 
thermo-electric currents are established and 
maintained in the earth the same as ina 
thermo-electric pile.”’ 

Mr. Finn thinks the waves of the ocean, in 
the flow of the tidés to and fro, affect the mag- 
netic field and help to produce or modify the 
earth currents. Heis also of opinion that the 
flow of rivers develops local currents, and says 
his experiments with wires running parallel to 
and at right angles with the Niagara river ap- 
pear to demonstrate the correctness of this 
view. 


Rumors of a Telephone War. 

The Electrical Engineer contains this inter- 
esting item of news: 

With regard to the extension of the long dis- 
tance telephone system, and the visit of Mr. 
A. S. Hibbard to Cleveland, Mr. J. P. Mc- 
Kinstry, of that. city, is quoted by the local 
Plain Dealer of December 21st, as follows: ‘‘It 
is impossible,’’ said Mr. McKinstry, ‘that the 
Western Union Telegraph Company may enter 
intoa competition with the Bell Telephone 
Company in the enterprise now under process 
of construction. There is quite a story, by the 
way, relative to an old fight between the West- 
ern Union and the Bell Telephone people. 
During the yéar 1879-80 a contest developed 
between these two companies. It seems that 
at Fort Wayne the telegraph company 
put telephones in different parts of the 
city. They furnished a free carrier service to 
certain parts of the city and gave the publica 
very excellent service. Everything moved 
along all right until the Bell company be- 
came strong competitors. The result was that 
the fight between the companiés waxed 
warmer and warmer until a final compromise 
was effected. By the terms of this compro- 
mise the telegraph company sold out their 
telephone propefty to their rivals. There was 
some serious hitch in the transaction and as a 
final result suit was brought. The suit is 
pending, I think, at the present time, and the 
construction of the new telephone line ma 
bring about a renewal of the old difficulties.”’ 


Some Famous Bells. 
Moscow is sail to have had at one time over 
.700 large bells, and as many as 5,000 bells’of 
ali sizes. Inthe Ivan tower alone there are 
thirty-four, one of which,in the first story 
above the chapel, weighs ‘more than sixty 
tons; it swings freely, is easily rung, and ifone 
smites it with the palm of the hand it responds 
in a wonderfully clear and startling manner. 
Two others are of solid silver, with very soft, 
pure tones. 

It has been consecrated as a chapel, the door 
being an aperture six feet high by seven wide at 
the bas¢@, made by the piece, weighing eleven 
tons, which broke and fell.out during the fire 
of 1737, when water camein contact with the 
heated metal. This bell is twenty-one feet 
high, twenty-one feet six inches in dianieter, 
twenty-four inches thick, and weighs 232,000 

unds, or something over 200 tons. Some 
authorities give the weight as 444,000 poun 
or 220 tons. It has bas-reliefs of the empero 
and empress, the Savior, the V Mary and

The largest bell in the United States is the 
alarm bellon the city hall, New York, which 
was cast by Blake, of Boston. It is 6 feet high, 8 
feet in diameter, and weighs 23,000 pounds.—

Carrier Pigeons in the Weather Service. 

The carrier pigeon promises to be a valuable 
auxiliary to the weather bureau. Already 
they are in use between the Bermuda islands 
and Washington and between Havana and 
Key West. They are specialy valuable in 
bringing dispatches from signal stations on 
islands not accessible by cable, and even where 
there isacable they bring fuller dispatches, 
and where the distance is not more titan 
three or four hundred miles they come 
in easily betwéen suns, The Bermnu- 
das are six or seven hundred miles 
from Washington, and until quite recently, 
‘were not connected with this country by cable. 
The only way to get quick news was by the 
use of carrier pigeons; and as the weather 
bureau wished to follow the course of storms 
across the Atlantic. the experiment was made. 
The birds developed a speed of fifty miles an 
hour. 

From Havana to Key West the distance is 
only ninety miles, and the news of an ap- 
proaching storm may be quickly brought. The 
West sIndia hurricanes come up bythe north- 
westerly course and reach the western gulf be- 
fore they take the northeastward track, This 
gives a chance for the birds to come in 
several days ahead of them, with dispatches 
indicating the course of the storm. 

The chief signal officerin his report states 
that fifty-six pigeons are keptat the Key West 
barracks and nine have been trained to cover 
a distance of 100 miles on sea or land. These 
birds, at the time of the report, were not over 
four months old. 


Australia. 

In the January Cosmopolitan, Henry George, 
who has recently returned from that country, 
has a meaty article on Australia. 

He thinks there is much likeness between 
the people of that country and this, but we 
have profited by an admixture of German and 
other blood, while Australia is populated al- 
most exclusively by English people. As a 
result, they cling more to English customs, in- 
cluding obsolete ones, while the people of the 
United States, by contact with immi- 
grants from all parts of Europe, have 
been induced to adopt whatever customs 
or institutions seemed better than their own. 

It appears from what he says that the Aus- 
tralians cling to good customs as well as bad 
ones, for they are strict observers of the Sab- 
bath and are very tender of running Sunday 
trains. Between the eastern and middle 
parts of the continent they run trains only 
five days a week, because trains starting on 
Saturday will have to run Sunday to finish 
their journey. 

Though Australia has, within a few thou- 
sands, as many square miles as 
the United States apart from 
Alaska, it has nothing like as much 
good land. The tropic of Capricorn runs 
through the middle of the country and fits 
northern shores touch en the equator. Half 
of Australiais therefore in the trupics. Even 
the southern partis very warm, and in the 
summer the temperature is often 110 in the 
shade. The climate lacks the happy, modify- 
ing influences of interior mountain ranges 
which tempe: the wind to the shorn lamb in 
this country. Their rainfall, almost nothing 
in the west, is so heavy in the eastern 
part of the country as to 
measured by feet in some places. 
But Mr. George th'nks the severity of the cli- 
mate has not yetexerted an enfeebling influ- 
ence on the English race. He calls attention 
to the form of government, contrasting the ex- 
cellence of their statistical departments with 
the inefficiency of ourown. At the same time 
he shows the paternalism of their governments 
in the government ownership and control of 
railroads and telegraphs. 1 

Trade unionism is stronger in that country 
thaninany other, and asa result they are 
nearer to the eight-hour law. 

He tells acurious story about the land policy 
of the country, which was inaugurated by one 
Edward Wakefield, who proposed that lands 
be held at high prices, so that none but the 
wealthy and the refined could hold them, and 
the wages of the laboring men could be kept 
down. It was, in a word, to be a rich man’s 
country. The English government knocked 
that in the head by sending thousands of con- 
victs there. 

An interesting feature of social life in Aus- 
tralia is the large proportion of the population 
which congregates in the cities. Mr. George 
states that in some districts the urban popula- 
tion 1s 58 per cent of,the whole. In others 40, 
and in others 35. 

He thinks Australia practically independent 
of the mother country and nearer in senti- 
ment tousthan to England. The tariff, he 
says, is all that separates us from them. 

A remarkable factis that in one hundred 
years of civilized life Australia has neve 
been engaged in war. The offi- 
cial census of last year gave 
the country something over 3,000,000 in- 
habitants. 

New Zealand, though not far away, is totally 
different from Australia and all the Pacific 
islands in physical characteristics. It pro- 
duces a higher grade of vegetable life, and the 
natives, the Maoris, were far superior, in in- 
telligence and courage, to the aborigines of 
any of the Pacific islands.

_In Cicero’s letters we have the mirror of his 
life and his times. This rich mine of infor- 
mation furnishes the best material, not only 
for his own biography, but a great | wg of the 
history of Rome. Nowhere else do we find 
such avivid picture of contemporary events. 
We seem to be present at the shifting scenes 
of the drama as the plot unfolds which involves 
the destiny of Rome. 

He was in the best possible position for ob- 
serving facts. For nearly thirty years he was 
one of the foremost men in Rome, intimate 
With the leaders of both the great political 

arties. His letters are all that remain to us 

rom free Rome. They breathe the last words 
of expiring liberty, a great part of them having 
being written in the very crisis of its (ruin, to 
rouse up all the virtue that was left in the 
honest and brave to the defense of their 
country. 

To attempt an analysis of the separate let- 
ters would bea task unfinished short of a literal 
translation. Yet in them we see Cicero as he 
was; no forum, no judge or jury, no listening 
audience of Romans to applaud and to urge their 
favorite orator to loftier fights of eloquence,and 
to feed his inordinate vanity and love of eo 
larity come between us and the writer. Had 
Cicero dreamed that the letters to his intimate 
friends would become public property, many 
of them would never have been written, for 
no letters ever gave so clear an insight into 
the character of the writer, and Cicero pos- 
sessed some traits which were not Dearie

If one, 
itisnow admitted, can do nothing else in this 
world, he can write, and so the evil widéns and 
widens. No art is required, nor any selection, nor 
any ideality, only capacity for increasing the 
vacuous commonplace in life. A princess born 
may have this, or the leader of cotillions. Yet in 
the judgment the responsibility will rest upon the 
writers who set the copy.”’

ARP SAYS THE PAPERS HAVE FOUND 
OTHER SUBJECTS 


Than the Condition of the Southern Negro, 
and Are Writing Up the Indians—The 
Poor Farmers in the West. 


The northern press seems to be in a very 
hopeful condition. It has ceased to be so 
deeply concerned about the op and the 
negro and is now devoting more attention to 
their own morals. I like that. The publican’s 
prayer was a more acceptable one than the 
Pharisees. The Country Gentleman in la- 
menting the condition of the farmers in west- 
ern Kansas, says that over 10,000 families in 
one district are now sufferigg for the necessaries 
of life and would perish but for charity. This 
is an awful state of affairs. It sounds like the 
famines we sometimes read about that come 
over China and India and Japan. 

The explanation given is interesting and pe- 
culiar. There is a large territory lying east of 
the Rocky mountains that used to be called the 
American desert, upon which the rain seldom 
falls; Inthe spring and early summer it is 
covered with buffalo grass that is green and rank 
and beautiful to look upon.§The great railroad 
companies that were crossing this desert en 
route for the Pacific got immense areas of this 
land as subsidies from the government. 
Ofcourse they wanted to sell it, and the 
emigrants must be the victims. The companies 
had their sweet-talking agents at Castle Gar- 
den, and évery foreigner who had $100 or $200 
to spare was given a free pass to this beautiful 
country in the spring and summer, and they 
took the poor fellow’s money and located him 
on a quarter section and patted him on the 
back, and told him to go to work and be 
nappy. The companies seem to believe that a 
Dutchman could make his crops grow, rain or 
no rain. The money lenders from the east 
came right along and loaned _ the 
poor fellow enough money to build 
him a little house and a big barn and to buy 
some stock and some tools and they took a ten- 


year mortgave and told him to work like the. 


dickens and pay the interest and not bother 
about the principal. But the rain didn’t 
come and by midsummer the grass had dried 
up and blown away and the poor farmer 
couldn’t carry enough water fron! his shallow 
well to water his perishing crop; and so he 
struggled along and lived on his garden from 
year to year hoping for better seasons, but 
they didn’t come, and now he can’t get away 
for he has nothing to get away on. 

The Country Gentleman suggests that as the 
railroad companies moved them there to get 
their money they ought to move them back to 
the eastern states free of transportation. All 
that rainless country will have to be irrigated 
by water companies just as California is now, 
and the government was urged years ago to 
withdraw those lands from the market until 
irrigation companies were formed. 

This accounts for the suffering among those 
10,000 families, and I reckon accounts in part 
for those 70,000 farms that are under mortgage 
in middle and eastern Kansas. A Georgian, 
writing from there, says they are the best 
farmers in the world, but they are overloaded 
with debt, and will mever get out. When 
they have good seasons and the grasshopper 
does notcome they make so muchcorn the 
price drops to 15 cents a bushel, and it won’t 
pay to haul it over the mushy roads to a rail- 
read station. 

The New York Evangelist, that great 
and good poner that is edited by 
Henry Fields, is now troubled 
about the poor Indian. It says they 
have been exasperated to a merciless war by 
the perfidy of the white man, and that we 
would do just as they have done if we had been 
treated as they have been for half a century. 
They gave up their lands under pressure and 
under promises that have never been per- 
formed. Government agents and other plun- 
derers have cheated them out of their money 
and their supplies and left them to linger out 
a miserable existence on roots and nuts and 
the scattering game that is fast 
disappearing. In their desperation they show 
fight and our soldiers shoot down 
men, women and children all alike and all 
that accords with Sherman’s cold-hearted idea 
that the only way to reform an Indian is to kill 
him. That’s the way they tried to reform us 
when they were marching through Georgia— 
burn and destroy and make desolate. 

Fifty-five years ago Sam Houston, who was 
the best friend the Indians ever had, went to 
Washington and publicly denounced the men 
and the methods that were swindling them, 
and he got intoa fight with a Mr. Stansbury, 
amember from Ohio, and mauled the juice 
out of him on the street, but the 
same sort of men and the same methods have 
prevailed ever since, and it looks like tho poor 
Indian has got to go. 

And ail this provokes the inquiry: Who 
cheats and swindles the Indian? Who cheats 
and swindles the immigrant? Not our people. 

Another trouble with the northern press is 
the late report of the commissioner of internal 
revenue, Which shows that during the year 
just passed there were exported from 
this Christian land to foreign coun- 
tries 1,600,000 gallons of = spirits—not 
ghosts nor “sperits of just men made 
perfect,” but, spirituous liquors and all of 
it but 60,000 gallons was manufactured from 
molasses in the lovely city of Boston and was 
shipped to Africa for the negroes, and the bills 
of lading called it New England rum. The 
shippers are respectable members of orthodox 
churches and contribute liberally to the cause 
of foreign missions. Their idea is to establish 
the doctrine of man’s free agency—to go to 
the African with a Bible in one hand anda 
bottle in the other and let him take his 
choice. That's fair. A century ago the 
yankee went to Africa and brought the negto 
over here to the rum, but now he takes the ram 
to the negro. Stanley says that the worst thing 
he had tocontend with over there was New 
England rum. 

he trading, speculating yankee isa curi- 
osity. He will cheat you if he can—and he 
generally can. He liesawake of nights rumin- 
ating how he can adulterate what he manu- 
factures so as to undersell the honest man. 
His baking powders, and pepper, and sugar 
and candy, and coffee, and butter, and 
tea are all adulterated. 
average yankee will cheat an 
Indian or an emigrant, or an African or a 
white man all the same, but he will contribute 
libérally to help them when they are humble 
or in distress. Who was 80 generous as the 
yankees when Memphis and Charleston and 
Jacksonville were visited with the pestilence ? 
Who is so generous now to the Kansas suffer- 
ers, who so charitable in their gifts and 
legacies to science and to the poor? They are 
a curious people. In a 25-centtrade they 
would cheat a preacher out of a dime, 
but the would give him $5 if 
he asodel it. That reminds me of the

The Country Gentleman says 
that the tide of emigration to the west will 
have to roll back upon the older states and 
populate the abandoned landsof New Eng- 
land. It does not mention the south at all 
as @ fit place. It never has. And s¢ 
now is the time for the direct trade 
movement to take shape and build the ships 
that are toland at our ports. The Atlanta 
movement is a grandone and we are glad ta 
see Governor Northen giving it his earnest 
attention. This movement looks more like 
business than any that ever has been started 
inthe south. The emigrants will not settle 
on those abandoned lands if our people start 
them this way from Europe and if we let them 
know what a country and what a climate we 
have got. Just think of Kansas and then think 
of Georgia and the Carolinas and the 
States west ofus. It really seems strange that 
everybody don’t come south and come a-run- 
ning and’ grow up with the country. I was 
ruminating about our Bartow county farmers 
who are now selling corn at 75 cents a bushel 
right here in town. The cribs on Punkin 
Vine creek are swelling with the weight of 
corn. They make fifty bushels of corn to the 
acre and punkins world without end. Isaw 
some that weighed 100 pounds apiece. Those 
farmers have got fat hogs and fat cattle and 
ought to be happy, and I reckon they are, 
though one of them told me that corn ought 
to bring $1 a bushel and that labor was entirely 
too high. May the good Lord have mercy upon 
us ll and keep us from breaking the tenth 
commandment.

A BRAVE WOMAN. 


She Stood in the Face of Danger and 
Saved Herself. 

Away back in the “sixties,” before the 
buffalo, elk, deer and antelope were killed 
and driven from Kansas, in the middle and 
western portions of that state, ‘the settlers 
made ‘‘dugouts’’ {for their habitations. The 
settler would dig intoa hillside one or more 
excavations, twelve or fifteen feet square. 
In front and around the sides he stood cotton- 
wood logs, which would be kept firmly in 
place by stamping earth in the trenches. The 
roof would be made of poles covered with 
branches, earth and sod. és 

One of these dugouts was constructed ina 


hill which sloped to one of the streams tribu- 
tary to the Arkansas river. It was of a better 
class than was usually found in that new 
region. It had a panel door and two windows 
of upper and lower sashes. 

In this house lived an eastern gentleman 
named Wentworth, with his wife. He had 
invested in sheep, and was obliged to go toa 
store afew milesfrom his home to look at 
some blooded stock which an importer had for 
sale. Heleft his home without a fear of im- 
vending danger, as the Indians in Kansas had 

en quiet for some time. 

The day was passed by Mrs. Wentworth in 
@ woman’s usual home pursuits. Toward 
evening she stepped to the door to see if her 
husband was returning. Her large New- 
foundiand dog, which was standing near 
her, growled and looked toward the thicket 
bordering the stream at the foot of the hill. 
Upon looking that way she saw an Indiah’s 
face peering through the bushes. She 
called her dog to her and shutting and fasten- 
ing the door and barring the solid inside shut- 
ters to the windows, she lighted a lamp and 

repared for the attack she knew must come, 
Her husband always kept a gun loaded with 
buckshot to defend his sheep from the 
gray wolves, which in that day were so 
structive to the flocks. 7 

In a few minutes Nero, the dog, detected 
the approach of the Indians. They broke the 

lass in the window and strove to push the 
blind open. Failing, they went to the doors 
and hammered on it with their weapons. Mrs. 
Wentworth made no reply. They pushed, 
and the frail lock yielded. The door flew 
open, and the brave woman discharged 
both barrels of the gun into the 
group ofsavages. The dead and wounded fell 
on the floor of the room and the porch outside. 
The dog flew aanens them, and must have 
killed those who fell only wounded, as some 
of them showed marks of his teeth and he was 
covered with blood when his master returned. 

The Indians who were not injured retired 
after their comrades fell, not knowing what 
might be their fate were they to attempt to 
enter the dugout. 

Mrs. Wentworth was thrown upon the floor 
by the recoil of the heavily-charged gun. In 
falling her head struck the wall, and she was 
so stunned that she became insensible. 

As the Indians were reconnoitering prepara- 
tory to another attack, Wentworth, accom- 
panied by Wild Bill, a well-known scout, lead- 
ing some twenty ranchmen, al! heavily armed, 

eup. gWentworth and Wild Bill threw 
themselves from their horses at the door, and 
leaping over the slain raised Mrs. Wentworth, 
placed her on the bed and applied restoratives. 
She was soon able to tell her husband of the 
attack. The pile of dead attested how she had 
defended her home. 

Wild Bill left them, and mounting his horse 
was soon engaged in following the now flying 
savages. Few of them escaped. 

The boy who herded the sheep was killed 
and scalped by the Indians, but the sheep 
were brought in by the shepherd dog that 


night.

would have known gern of his wife’s peril-

Wild Bill was on his way to Fort Riley to 

rocure troops to intercept a band of Cheyenne 
Fudianie who had left their reservation 
and were on the warpath. He went te 
the store where Wentworth was to in- 
form the owner, so that he might warn 
the ranchmenin the neighborhood. He knew 
the course the Indians had taken would lead 
them by Wentworth’s ranch, and on learning 
that Mrs. Wentworth was alone, he called for 
volunteers to go to her defense. As there was 
a large number of ranchmen at the store to sge 
the blooded sheep, he was soon on his way at 
the head of the squad of men, who arrived at 
the Wentworth ranch justin time to save the 
brave woman from a horrible fate. 

After this experience, Wentworth sold his 
ranch and stock and returned to the east.

THE FRENCH CANADIANS AND 
THEIR NEW YEAR FESTIVITIES. 


A Georgia Boy’s Description of the Habitants 
and Their Winter—Christmas and New 
Year’s Customs—Other Notes. 


Upton, Province of Quebec, January 9.— 
[Special Correspondence to The Constitution. ] 
The Canuck’s first preparation for the winter 
is the killing of his pig. This year the Ca- 
nuck will eat fresh meat. This advantage his 
southern brother has not. Along in Novem- 
ber, when the Canuck was killing his meat, 
the mercury was playing around zero, 80, tak- 
ing advantage of this he let his meat freeze, 
and when the first snow fell he packed it in 
that in lieu of salt, thussaving his salt and 
eating fresh meat. 

The Canuck also does all his hauling in win- 
ter,and it is next to an impossibility to get 
wood in the summer. Besides hauling his 
wood, which he gets for the cutting, the habi- 
tant also hauls his logs which he places on the 
river bank, out of reach of the ice when it 
breaks up, so that he can send them down in 
the spring to be sawed. Another one of 

THE CANUCK’S PREPARATIONS 
is the banking up of his house and barn. The 
banking is done by throwing dirt against the 
house a foot or less higher than the stone foun- 
dation, in order to keep the cold winds from 
blowing under the house. eo 

A word about the care of his horses and cat- 
tle. He gives his horses a liberal quantity of 
straw, hay is too expensive, and about three 
pints of oates each when they are not working, 
but when working them the Canuck feeds his 
horses hay and six quarts of oatseach, per day. 
His cows are fed entirely on straw; his*calves 
on hay and a small amount of oats each, while 
his sheep are fed on pea vines.

CHRISTMAS—LE JOUR DE NOEL. 

The Canadian’s Christmas is New Year’s 
day, that is as far as festivitives are concerned. 
The only thing ‘‘extra’’ is in the way of church 
affairs. Christmas day here, no matter on 
what day it comes, is just like Sunday. Christ- 
mas eve night the mass ‘‘de minuit’’ (mid- 
night) is commenced at 12 o’clock. Le jourde 
noel is thus ushered in by the “Gloria in Ex- 
celsis.”” The church decorations are at their 
best. At one side is a little chapel in which is 
an image to represent the infant Jesus. Two 
masses, high and low, are said without inter- 
ruption. Christmas night, this year, was glo- 
rious; there was

that shed forth its mellow rays like a golden 
veil until they seemed to float down and lie on 
the glistening snow, and where the brown and 
leatiess trees sifted the falling light, the 
golden veil seemed to catch and han 
ing, while its beautiful color was inade doubly 
brilliant by the back-ground of shifting 
shadows. ‘The air was just keen enough to be 
bracing and send the blood coursing through 
the veins—the thermometer showing only a 
few points below—so, well ‘‘bundled’’ up un- 
der a buffalo robe, one is well able to see 
the beanty of a Canadian mid-winter 
night. Itis impossible for me to do justice to 
the subject and I shall not attempt it. , 
NEW YEAR’S DAY—LE JOUR DE L’AN. 

“Le jour de l’an” isthe day the Canuck 
considers was invented for his especial use, 
and he acts accordingly, taking it as his day to 
have a “‘little fun.’’ 

There is an old custom among the inhabi- 
tants which is, I think, one that shows their 
goodness of heart. It is their custom of re- 
ceiving, if possible, the blessing of their pa- 
rents. Ifthe parents do not live with their 
children, it is a race to see who will be first to 
receive the parents’ blessings on New Year's 
morning, which is any tume after 12 o’clock 
the night before. The last one toarrive is 
worried the fest of the day by thecry of ‘‘Tu 
as le torchon,’’ (the dish-rag is yours). After 
all have arrived the Canadian New Year din- 
ner (breakfast) is taken. hy breakfast is 
the principal meal of le jour de l’an, I do not 
know, but I suppose it is because some of the 
children have from twenty.five to thirty miles 
tocome, traveling by sleigh. There are two 
young Canucks here from Lowell, Mass., who 
came New Year's day in order to get their pa- 
rents’ blessing. After breakfast they smoke a 
pipe or two, drink home-made beer or wine, 
and if any of the children have been thought- 
ful enough to bring a bottle of something 
stronger, as is usually the case, they all take 
a‘“nip.’”? Then off they all go tochurch, from 
whence, after mass, they disperse to their res- 
pective homes. Some, however, may have 
made arrangements with a neighbor as to the 
care of the cattle at home, which enables them 
to stay a few days longer. 

THE NEW YEAR SERENADERS. 

Usually those who go to see their parents 
have children of their own, from eighteen to 
thirty years of age, so they give their blessing 
before leaving, thus the boys and girls are 
turned loose for the “jour de l’an.’”” So those 
who are left behind with those whose parents 
are dead or live with them, have a good time 
by themselves. They usually get up a party 
of from five to ten, and, going around to each 
house singing songs until they arouse the fam- 
ily and are allowed to enter, when, according | 
to that good, old Canadian custom, the singers 
first kiss every female member of the family, 
then seat themselves at the table or range 
themselves around the room, when the im- 
promptu host 1s expected to serve anything 
from pumpkin pie to eggnog. A(iter eating, 
which is varied with songs and jokes, they ail 
return to their homes in order to get to work 
by 4 or 5 o’clock. Shouid any person fail to 
allow them to enterthe house they have a

ALABAMA INTERESTS TO HAVE A 
FULL REPRESENTATION, 


And Senator Hundley Will Be the Apostle of 
the New Exposition—End of the Strike. 
An Interesting Surprise Party. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., January 17.—-(Special.] 
When the Alabama legislature reassembles 
next week, Senator Oscar R. Hundley, of 
Madison county, will introduce a bill appro- 
priating $100,000 for the purpose of making an 
exhibit of the state’s resources at the Chicago 
world’s fair. Mr. Hundley’s plan will no doubt 
receive the enthusiastic support of a large 
number, of gentlemen who want good, easy 
jobs paying $4 a day.

PROGRESS. 


It Attracts Favorable Attention Abroad. 
From The Baltimore Manufacturers’ Record. 

The solidity of southern progress has another 
illustration in the valedictory address of Mayor 
Glenn, of Atlanta, Ga. The gross income of 
that thriving city last year was $1,488,600.93. 
Of this amount $165,000 was received from 4 
per cent bonds issued to redeem the same 
amount of maturing bonds. These wére sold 
at par without commission, something unpre- 
cedented in the history of similar transactions 
by southern cities. The actual income 
from all other sources was §81,323,600.93. 
The expenditures during the year were $1,- 
264,594.50. The cashinthe treasury at the 
close of business, December 31. was 
‘750.95. Against this were outstanding obliga- 
tions due, but not presented for payment, 
amounting to $250,508.13, which, when paid, 
would leave a net balance in the treasury of 
$9,187.80. There are also due the treasury 
various cash assets amounting to about $60,000. 

The increase in the value of real and per- 
sonal property over 1889 was $5,540,364, and 
this without any increase of assessments. <At- 
lauia’s ebarter requires that the property shall 
be assesSed at ifs cash market value. At pub- 
lic sales, Which are constantly taking place in 
the city, property frequestly brings more 
than double the assessment, and rarely 
less than one-third over it. This is, 
therefore, a very conservative estimate of the 
city’s increase. During 1890, 928 buildings 
were constructed atan average cost of $3,- 
500 each, or a total of $3,248,000, which, 
Mayor Glenn pertinently remarks, ‘‘would 
alone make a larger city than many of those 
which a few years ago were claiming to be the 
rivals of Atlanta.’’ 

The nine items of large expenditure in this 
report tell the story of Atlanta’s progressive 
spirit.

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TENNESSEE SKETCHED. 


THE BIENNIAL SESSION OF THE 
LEGISLATURE. ° 
The Gas Question in Nashville—The Celia 
Hubbell Sensation—The Jewels Gone. 
The Hermitage Club. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., January 17.—This city 
has to suffer a three months’ session of the 
legislature every two years, and is now in the 
midst of its biennial suffering. The pain is 
not so intense this time, however, as the citi- 
zens of Nashville have two favors to ask ef 
the legislature. One is affecting their health 
and comfort, and the other their pockets. 

On Church street, just a lit- 
tle - more than a mile from the 
public square, in the midst of a most 
thickly settled portion of the city, the state 
penitentiary takes up seven acres of valuable 
property. In these old stone buildings that 
were out of date forty years ago, about 500 
conyicts are cooped up, insecurely confined—a 
constant menace to life, property and health 
of the community. Nashville wants the 
prison removed from her city limits and as the 
question has been agitated considerably and 
met with favor, it is thought the favor will be 
granted, 

GAS AT $2.10 PER 1,000. 

Touching their-pockets, the gas question also 
interests the citizens just now. The contract 
with the Nashville Gas Company expires in a 
year and in order to force the company to fur- 
nish cheaper gas, it is intended to get from 
the legislature the authority to issue 
$500,000 bonds for the purpose of building gas 
works. 

MONDAY'S INAUGURATION. 

The inauguration of Hon. John P. Buchanan, 
ex-president of the State Farmers’ and Labor- 
ers’ Union, as governor, will occur Monday at 
noon, and already the farmers have begun to 
take possession of the capital. The ceremo- 
nies will be brief and simple. Governor Tay- 
lor will deliver his retiring address. Mr. 
Buchanan will be sworn in by Chief Justice 
Turney, of the Supreme court, and will then 
deliver his inaugural address. There has been 
considerable discussion as to the policy of the 
administration, and among those who know 
Governor Buchanan best it is conceded that 
he will disappoint the third-party advocates, 
both in his appointments and his administra- 
tion, and be more of a democrat than any- 
thing else. 

THE TWO HOUSES, 

The alliance had no independent candidate 
for the legislature but attempted to dictate the 
democratic nominees for the house. Where- 
ever they were strong enough to do this, it 
often occurred that a faithful, competent mem- 
ber would run for the senate where the al- 
liance made no fight. In this way the house 
was made up, to a large extent, of inexpe- 
rienced men, while the senate is an unusually 
fine body. 

A SOCIAL SENSATION. 

The publication of the names of the wit- 
nesses before the coroner’s jury that held an 
inquest over the remains of Celia Hubbell last 
Sunday created a great sensation. This 
Hubbell woman’s house was resorted to 
by all the young society men who are at all 
rapid, and when she shot herself dead because 
Fred T. Cummins, a married man, high in 
social and business life, had broken off from 
her, there were a number of fashionable men 
in the place. Some had sense enough to run. 
The others saw the occurrence through and 
got their names into print. Many people are 
watching with interest to see how long they 
will wait before venturing forth into society.

MAUDE ANDREWS WRITES oF 


PLEASURES FOR THE PEOPLE. 


ATLANTA LACKS AN ART GALLERY, 


Which Is Kecalied by a Visit to Savannah's 
Telfair Academy—Some Recent Paint- 
ings There--Miss Bisland. 


In the city of Savannah a noble woman has 
left a monument to the people greater and 
more beautiful than any statue ever, béstowed 
upon statesman or soldier. 

Miss Mary Telfair Jeft her home and a be- 
quest of $100,000 for the founding of the Tel- 
fair Academy of Arts and Sciences, and placed 
Mr. Car! L. Brandt as director. The result is 
one of the. most satisfactory art galleries in 
the United States. Mr. Brandt has not been 
over hasty in the selection of paintings and 
statuary, and so his perfect taste and conser- 
vative caution show in every object that 
the eye of an artist rests upon with such per- 
fect pleasure. 

In the picture gallery no glaring painting 
stands out to mortify its more worthy fellows 
as in the Corcoran gallery, and the copies of the 
Elgin marbles are said to be the finest and 
most complete in the United states. 

The wide-extrante hall to the gallery has its 
walls covered with photographs from the 
paintings of the old masters, and above thema 
frieze from the Parthenon. <A door on the 
left leadsinto the long drawing room of the 
family mansion, which is furnished much as 
in the days when it was occupied as a home. 

The yellow pine floor is polished brilliantly, 
and the quaint furniture is of carved rosewood 
upholstered in yellow satin brocade. The 
carved mantel pieces contain many 
rare objects’ of vertu and above them 
hang marble bust bas-reliefs of the 
Misses Telfair. The walls are adorned 
with rare old paintings. and inlaid tables and 
dainty statuettes tell of a long line of cult- 
ured and refined people who gathered about 
them the treasures of foreign lands. The long 
room on the right contains minerals and a 
number of Indian relics. 


—_— - - 


Descending a short flight of marble stairs, 
one comes to the spacious gallery of statuary, 
fair, high-domed and full of light. The center- 
piece of this gallery is ‘‘The Bull.” Every 
one knows it and its storv—the infuriated god- 
dess and her sons tying her rival to the horns 
of the wild anima]. This splendid thing was 
broken in many pieces by its voyage by sea 
and land, and Mr. Brandt restored it to per- 
fection. The other statues are all well known 
and beloved of artists. The Venuses and 
Apollos and that young Hermes, fairer 
and purer than anything in marble} except 
the ‘‘Venus de Milo,’’ are the figures I cared 
for most. 

Above this gallery is that for the pictures. 
Two wonderful pictures have recently been 
added. One is a ‘painting by Wilhelm von 
Kaulbach, a famous German painter, who was 
the director of the Munich art gallery for many 
years, The painting represents ascene in the 
days of the inquisition. The inquisitor is 
Peter Arbues, of Saragossa. The work, which 
occupies a large space, is wonderfully done in 
grays and browns, these somber hues befitting 
well the terrible subject. The central figures 
are a family of heretics brought to the feet of 
the cruel cardinal by two cowled monks, who 
stand with faces cold and immutable as fate. 
The inquisitor, with a face and figure 
more terrible than a snarling wolf, stands with 
his long arm raised and his bony, cruel fingers 
clutching a sword about to fall upon his vic- 
tim. On his right isa monk with a face as 
brutal as Nero’s; on his left a sister of charity 
with lowering bent brows. Stooping beside 
her a lean, avaricious priest reaches out his 
long, lank claws to clutch the overtlowing 
bags of gold filched from the persecuted. 
Standing in the centerisa boy with a holy 
face and upraised, warning hand—a figure like 
that of young Jesusinthe temple. In the 
background, dimly revealed, martyrs are burn- 
ing at the stake. 

This picture was put upon exhibition as soon 
as completed by the great master, but it created 
such a stir at the time that the exhibitor 
was forced toremove it. It passed through 
several generations without seeing the light of 
day, until Mr. Brandt secured it and brought 
itto America. It was worn and tattered. 
He restored it so carefully that about it there 
are no signs of the ravages of time—only the 
mark of the hand of such a genius as is born 
every other century or so. 


The other picture is ‘‘The Dispute of Rus- 
sian Mountaineers,’ and shows the interior of 
@ Russian peasant’s hut, with two men quar- 
reling across the table asthe center figures, 
and several men and women watching with 
uneasy, startled eyes. The artist, Wenceslas 
Szymanowski treats his subjects and materials 
in that characteristic Russian way—making 
faces and garments more touchable and vivid 
‘than any other nation has ever done. An open 
window shows a _ clear, white light 
falling upon a green meadow, and 
this light coming in upon the faces 
and garments of the figures brings them out 
radiantly. These Russian painters have a 
royal way of treating the simplest scene, giv- 
ing a princely sweep to coarse garments and 
turning everything into sumptuous splendor, 
without taking away from the realism of the 
same. 

Mr. Brandt’s own paintings in this gallery 
deserve the highest praise. Besides his por- 
traits and ideal female heads, he has done a 
number of other fine things, among them a 
wonderful painting in imitation of Gobelin 
tapestry—the subject, ‘‘Praxiteles at Work on 
His Famous Statue, Venus of Knidos.” 
The work is characterized by the 
infinite delicacy of feeling and 
exquisite grace. The handling of the draperies 
is fine and in this, as in flesh tinting, the artist 
shows his distinctive genius. 

He has painted the head and face of a flaxen- 
haired child with unexcelled art, giving to the 
face that heavenly commingling of pink, and 
white so hard to make perfect upon canvas. 

Some studies of apple blossoms and roses are 
simply delicious. 

Above the paintings a frieze ig formed of 
priceless tapestries. 


Looking upon this great gift for the pleasure 
of the people, I wished that Atlauta might be 
blessed with such a temple for the worshipers 
of art. She will some day, I know. 

Grant park, the noblest gift bestowed upon 
the city, was presented by a living man, and 
the fact suggests the possibility of other living 
men here who could give and endow an art 
gallery without robbing their heirs of a 
heritage. Atlanta lacks sorely something of 
this kind. It would be a most noble charity 
Many a struggling young artist and art teacher 
in the city would reap infinite joy and assist. 
ance by being able to study fine models, while 
every true lover of art would feel infinitely 
grateful for the happiness such a gallery brings. 


The subject of art carries meé to the selli

It seems a pity that such an art store 
as this could not have succeeded. 
Mr. Thornton put his heart 
and soul into the work. He ordered too many 
fine pictures for his custom. I wish more 
wealthy people had bought them, for the fres- 
coed walls of many handsome mansions here 
look sadly bare and unindividual. They would 
be much improved by some fine etchings and 
paintings. 


A very interesting article in The Cosmopol- 
itan, from Elizabeth Bisland, tells of the 
People’s Palace of London, a great pleas- 
ure mansion for the poor, where they have, 
for a few cents, the luxuries and 
sports which have heretofore belonged 
alone to the rich. This is a _ public 
bath arranged with different hours for the men 
and women. A vast botanical garden under 
glass isa heavenly revelation to tired eyes 
that are wont to rest upon smoky chimneys 
and fog-mantled houses. A library is filled 
with choice books. There are ten-pin alleys and 
tonnis courts. Thereis musicin the evening 
and a theater has tendered to it the gratuitous 
talent of the best artists during the season. 
The clever writer says with wonderful dis- 
cerning wisdom that it is not the necessities of 
life, but the luxuries that make the differ- 
ences between the poor and. the rich, 
and thatthe pleasures of the wealthy classes 
are the cause of the envy and ill feeling of the 
poor. ° 

A woman of charitable impulses ex- 
pressed the same opinion the~-other day, when 
She said: “I gave apoor little girl ‘Little 
Saint Elizabeth’ for Christmas, instead of 
something useful. I don’t believe in giving 
poor people material things all the time, for 
their minds need pleasure and diversion as 
much and more than ours.” 

Indeed they do. The little gir] who toils all 
day in a factory has clothes and food, but she 
probably never has had a child’s story or a 
prettily dressed doll in all her life. All 
charitably inclined people should remem- 
ber this. Let poor children love fire- 
crackers and marbles and doll babies and candy 
just as much asif they had the money to buy 
them. If you must give them something 
useful, however, let it be something unusually 
gay and pleasing, a pair of red stockings, a 
red worsted gown, a bit of lace or ribbon and 
a hat decked with bright flowers—these are 
almost as good as playthings. What pitiful 
little pleasures—what squalid amusements 
have the people of a great city! The men seek 
cheap grog-shops, and ten-cent circuses and 
hand organs are about all the pleasant experi- 
ences in the reach of the women and children. 

Surely nothing goes more toward the up- 
lifting of humanity than refined pleasures, 
and it would be a great thing if such pleasures 
could be accorded the poor of every large city.

AN OLD-TIME COLONEL. 


How Alexander McClung, of Mississippi, 
Lived and Died. 
From The Memphis Commercial. 

Alexander K. McClung, of Mississippiy was per- 
haps one of the most conspicuous figures in the 
early days of that state’s history. He was con- 
temporaneous with Jefferson Davis, 8.S. Prentiss 
and Henry 8. Foote, the big brainy men who have 
written their names high upon the scroll of the 
nation’s life. He was aman possessing many ad- 
mirable traits of character, combined with a high 
order of intellect and surpassingly fine 
manners. His style of dress was im 
maculate, and no knight of the olden time ever 
bore himself with prouder mien than did Alex 
McClung. His finely wrought organism was 
screwed up to the highest tension all the time, 
and by reason of that he became the most famous 
duellist in America.- He was of a friendly, con- 
vivial nature for all that, and the habits of intem- 
perance and dissipation fastened themselves about 
him like bands of steel). 

He was an unerring shot with a pistol, and as 
many as eight men fell under his fatal fire upon 
the field of honor. 

With the memory of his deadand the goblings 
damned hatched out of the wine cup, constantly 
flitting before his gifted but besotted mind, life 
became a burden and upon the threshold of his 
‘‘vouthful prime’ he committed suicide in the 
city of Jackson by shooting himself through the 
head with a dueling pistol. 

For this his last frightful tragedy he made ex- 
tensive and unique preparations, First, on the 
morning of bis death, he had his bath and shave. 
Then he clothed his handsome and manly form in 
an elegant suit made by his tailor for that occa- 
sion. He wore a full dress shirt, a white tie, 
patent leather pumps and black hose. He had 
dressed himself for burial. 

On the day previous he had purchased of a car- 
penter a neatly-planed board, about twelve inches 
in width and six feetin length. This was by his 
order carried to his room at his hotel. 

On the morning of the tragedy he placed the 
board in position to perform the service for which 
he had purchased it, resting one end on his bed 
and the other on the floor. This done, he threw 
himself across the bed, laying his head upon the 
board. Everything now being in readiness, he 
shot himself through the brain with a dueling 
pistol, The blood rushed from his self-inflicted 


| wound and went coursing down the plank like a 


mountain brook, leaving his clothes spotless and 
unstained. 

PU ponjhis writing-desk were found these pathetic 
verses, the ink still wet upon the pages: 


“Swiftly speed over the waste of time, Spirit of 
Death ; 

In manhood’s morn, in youthful form, I woo thy 
breath, 

For the faded hues of life have fled like the Dol. 
phin’s light, 

And dark are the clouds above my head asthe 
starless night. 


“Oh! vainly the mariner seeks for rest in the 
quiet baven— 

The sainted pilgrim for the land of the blest, the 
rest in heaven— 

The galley slave for the night wind’s breath at 
burning noon, 

But more giadiy Ill spring to thy cold arms, 
Death, 

Come soon, come soon !”’

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Many of your readers remember well the 
reign of terror in East Tennessee, beginning 
with the occupation of that country by the 
confederate authorities, after the secession of 
the state in 1861. It avails little now to charge 
responsibities upon this one or that one for the 
beginning of atrocities, and in inaugurating 
the era of bloodshed and persecution there. 
The world knows the fact that East Tennes- 
seeans voted overwhelmingly against separa- 
tion from the union, and the troubles and trag- 
edies began when those people found that 
they could not give their full allegiance to the 
federal government when they were sur- 
rounded by those who were devoted to the 
new confederacy. It is no use to impugn now 
the motives of the hardy mountaineers there 
who sided against the south; but itisa well- 
known fact that while many of those pure- 
hearted people were, in sincerity and patriot- 
ism, attached to the union, many of them 
antagonized the confederacy for no other 
reason than the fact that it was claimed to be 
a schism and a scheme of the democrats, whom 
they hated with unrelenting energy and fury. 

The most conspicuous and popular, and I 
may say the most beloved leader of the old 
East Tennessee whigs, was William G. Brown- 
low, a2 man who despised the very suggestion 
of democracy, and yet who had little or no 
love for any party or people who advocated 
negro liberty or abolition, as is shown by his 
celebrated controversy with Pryne, and by his 
denunciations of the republican party prior to 
his being driven into it in 1861. But when, in 
1861, Brownlow denounced secession and raised 


the cry of **Wolf,” his uneducated followers, - 


almost to a man, flocked to his standard. A 
few only of the more intelligent classes re- 
fused to follow the scurrilous old fanatic, 
for such, indeed, was Brownlow, though he 
was in many respects a good man who died 
with clean fingers and with a record for 
honesty which might well be envied and 
smulated by other republicans. Among his 
old whig companions who refused to be led by 
him, and who believed in and went with the 
southern confederacy, were inany of the noblest 
and best men the state of Tennessee has ever 
produced—men who have either died in the 
democratic party or are yet living within its 
folds—the leved and honoredin many states 
of the union. 

The first conspicuous acts of repudiation of 
confederate authority in East Tennessee were 
high crimes committed by some of the so-called 
unionists there-—-men who felt so outraged that 
they should be dragged intoa war against their 
wishes and their votes, that they, early in 1861, 
after the secession of the state, burned nearly 
all the great bridges on the railway in East 
‘Tennessee, over which troops from the gulf 
states were being sent to Beauregard and John- 
ston in Virginia. This atrocious crime, leveled 
at the army of the confederacy, affected the 
transportation and business interests of the 
entire south; and it aroused not only the con- 
federate governinent, but state and railway 
authorities also. Several of the criminals were 
apprehended, tried, convicted and summarily 
punished. The two acts—the crime and the 
execution of the participants—were the fuel 
thrown upon the fires already kindled; but 
the flames went deepestdnto the hearts of the 
union people, and from that time forward they 
began to feed the passion of vengeance. The 
whole union element of the section was roused 
to the very highest pitch of fury and indigna- 
tion, and you may say orthink what you 
please, but the fires then kindled have not 
yet been wholly extinguished. Many, very 
many, ofthe East Tennesseans of the oid 
“union’’. ilk have no®@use yet for people they 
still call ‘ne ’” and while the latter 
class © lefated there, there is no 
denying the fact that the entente cordial 
between the late opposing elements there ex- 
ists more in hearsay than in heart. Eust Ten- 
nessee is the only part of the south where the 
bloody shirt is yet vigorously planted in politi- 
eal campaigns. But after the votes are counted 
it is laid aside, but not buried, for it is the 
eniv banner that many of their politicians 
have. 

she reign of terror inaugurated in 1861 was 
atits highest pitch in the summer of 1865, 
when the ‘‘union’”’ men, who had been long 
exiled from their homes there, returned to glut 
their deep-seated vengeance and to plunder 
after the downfall of the confederate power— 
which had partially kept them away during 
the years 62, ’63 and ’64—one of the most 
terribly tragic and pathetic chapters of all con- 
federate history is that which deals with the 
refugeeing of thousands of patriots from East 
Tennessee. It has no parallel, save in French 
history, in the times of the Bourbons and their 
overthrowers. I can only allude to the matter 
in a general way—for particulars would fill 
volumes. 

This refugeeing and punishment of patriots 
‘was not confined at all to union sympathizers. 
as it was not confined to royalists in France 
during the different eras. Some even of the 
first exiles from East Tennessee were southern 
sympathizers who went away because of.the 
predominant local element. They went not 
so much from actual intolerable persecution as 
from a desire to be among congenial spirits. 
Their hearts were so in the cause of the south 
they could not bear the taint of toryism at home. 
The power of the confederacy was not sufti- 
cient to allay all the local feuds or soften 
the sharp asperities engendered by the strife 
of arms, and when the conscription act began 
to lay the heayy hands upon the opponents of 
war there, there was a general exodus to 
Kentucky, or elsewhere north, of men— 
especially union men—subject to military 
duty, who could not find home protection in 
boom-proofs or otherwise. 

When the “‘union men,” driven away by the 
power of the confederate government, returned 
to take possession of their homes, under the 
zegis of the federal fiag, they banded together 
and glutted their ire and vengeance with a 
fury and remorselessness unknown since the 
days when Rome fell beneath the northern 

-evandal invasion, and the Goths butchered 
» those who had thrown their brothers into the 
gladiatorial ring—‘‘to make the Romar holi- 
day.” Then it was thatthe confederate sympa- 
thizers, ‘‘the southerners,” began their general 
exodus, their wholesale refugeeing. Thou- 
sands of the best blood of the south then fled 
before the avengers in blue—for those men, 
many of them returned soldiers, persisted in 
wearing their old blue uniforms long after the 
surrender of Lee and Johnston, and even today 
the old blue coats are yet seen at public gath- 
erings in East Tennessee—the men are so in 
love with the garb that they cling to it even 
hough it is in tatters—for it serves for them 
the double purpose of inspiring (as it is sup- 
posed) terror yet in the souls of weak-hearted 
‘rebels,’ and then it is the outward badge of 
that ‘‘loyalty,’’ a parade of which seems so de- 
sirable on occasions. 

In 1865, many of the defeated southerners in 

’ East Tennessee had to flee for their lives. 
Heaven only has the record of those who did 
refugee. Heaven alone has the list of those 
who fatally fell before the bloody hand of 
‘lovalty’’ there. The vanquished fled in every 
direction before the conquerors. The roads 
were full of them in the fall of 1864, and even 
before that time. Early in 1865, nearly every 
railroad train going out of that doomed region 
carried families into Georgia, Alabama, the 
Carolinas and elsewhere. ‘There is scarcely a 
city of prominence anywhere in the south but 
received its quota of the exiles—the East Ten- 
‘nesse® refugees from the persecutions of union- 
ists in 1864 and ’65. Many of the Georgia 
and Alabaina cities and towns owe much of 
their character and prosperity to those exiles— 
tor wherever they iocated they inspired and 
wrought character and prosperity. The

and location, and time and again during the 


ze Past ten years have I heard prominent East

the persecutions which drove so much

But other countries are bettered by the in- 
fusion of what Tennessee lost. The exiles 
have been a powerful instrumentality in the 
ype of Atlanta. But not Atlanta alone. 

find them everywhere I go. During a four- 
year’s travel overthe gulf states, I seldom 
visited a city ora town of importance but I 
found there the exiled East Tennesseeans. 
I have met them even among the 
sands and hummocks of Florida and far 
away on the praines of Texas. Whenever I 
do find them, I come in touch with a sympa- 
thetic nature that immediately responds to the 
glow and grief in my own heart—for I too am 
an exile from the home of my birth and boy- 
hood—dear loved old old East Tomnessee. 

**Where the envying mountains frown 
Upon the heaven’s bluest dome.” 

What made matters so much the worse in 
the reign of terror, was the fact that scarcely 
& family of importance or standing in any part 
of East Tennessee, but had its sympathizers in 
each of the opposing elements, federal and 
confederate. In the little town where I was 
raised nearly every family had its representa- 
tivesinthe different armies. My father had 
two sons in the confederate army, and one son, 
an officer, in the union army. Once an officer 
in the old navy—still clinging to his flag—our 
next door neighbor, had a son in each amny, 
both ofticers. Our immediate relations were 
fearfully divided. The whole community 
was in arms—half on one oide and half on the 
other. I knew one man murdered in vold 
blood by hisown nephew. One young man 
was in the union army and his father was in 
the confederate, each boasting of trying to kill 
each other. Andso it went, The world will 
never know all the horrors connected with 
that melancholy strife—that reign of terror. I 
cannotin this brief sketch begin to depict a 
tithe of the crimes committed by neighbor 
against neighbor—by blood o> blood.

When this news spread among the negroes 
on my father’s plantation, near the mouth of 
the Roanoke river in North Carolina, there 
was consternation in every cabin. é 

Uncle Tony, a pious old darkey, added to the 
terror of the negroes by declaring that the big 
monkey was the devil. My brother Henry 
argued with him, but in vain, and as I was 
then a boy of twelve I had my doubts about it, 
but feeling somewhat inclined to agree with 
uncle Tony. 

Big Ben, a fellow servant of uncle Tony, as- 
serted that he had seen an animal which an- 
swered to the description of ‘‘the hairy man,” 
as the negroes called the gorilla, quenching his 
thisrt from the water of a small stream which 
ran into the mill pond belonging to my father; 
but as Big Ben was noted for the fertility of his 
imagination neither whites nor. blacks paid the 
slightest attention to the story. One bright 
Sabbath morning, Henry, uncle Tony and I 
had been ramblingabout the woods at leasta 
mile from the nearest human habitation. We 
stopped to rest under the shade of a iarge oak 
which grew near the margin of the mill pond 
at a point where the underbrush had been 
cleared away, affording an almost unobstructed 
view for aconsiderable distance in al! direc- 
tions. Henry and I were reclining lazily on 
the roots ofthe tree, watching the move- 
ments of a small brown squirrel which was 
playing a game of hide and seek among the 
branches over our heads, when uncle Tony 
suddenly broke the silence. 

‘‘Don’t. you hear dem dogs?’’ cried he. 
“Don’t you hear Marse Tom Jackson's deer- 
hounds down yanderinde swamp? Dat is old 
Mingo in the lead, an’ de one jest behine him 
dat kinder whines when she barks is ole Gin- 
ger. I kin tell dem two dogs, becase 
Marster Jesus, help me now!”’ 

Henry and I sprang hurriedly so our feet. 
Not fifty yards from our position, stood the 
great gorilla we had seen in the circus. Our 
enemy, for such we recognized him to be from 
the first movements he made, advanced to- 
wards us a few paces and then suddenly stop- 
ped short, glaring at us with an intensity of 
rage and defiance which it is impossible for 
words todescribe. As he stood there, erect in 
the shadow of the great trees, slowly swaying 
his gigantic body from side to side, and swing- 
ing his enormous arms backwards and for- 
wards with the regularity of pendulums, his 
appearance was so hideous and so horrible that 
both my brother and myseif were speechless 
with terror, unable to movea limb.

I'll stop fishin’ er Sun- 
days; I'll stop foolin’ round hen houses an’ 
watermillion patches in the night times I’ll 

Uncle Tony’s devotions were abruptly 
brought to a close by other actors appearing on 
the scene. A pack of powerful deer hounds, 
twenty-seven in number, issued from the 
depths of the thicket on the trail of the gorilla. 
Hearing “the clamor close behind his heels, 
the great brute turned about to face his pur- 
suers. Nowcame the critical moment. Would 
the dogs dare toattack the gorilla? Or would 
they slink away when face to face with him, 
and leave usin his power? Beating his breast 
with his huge paws till woods and fields re- 
sounded with the strokes, and giving utterance 
to his peculiar roar, half bark and half growl, 
with an occasional shriek which sounded like 
the last wail of a human being in the death 
agony at the stake, the gorilla stood his 
ground awaiting the approach of his enemies.

Ina 
few hours the whole neighborhood was under 
arms. The gorilla was found wandering aim- 
lessly about and was easily dispatched. He 
was not only bleeding from at least a hundred 
wounds, but both eyes had been torn from 
their sockets by the infuriated hounds. People 
came from far and near to view the fallen mon- 
ster and to mourn the untimely fate of the 
noble dogs.

ESPIONAGE IN FRANCE. 


How a Visitor Is Made Aware of the Reign 
of the Spy System. 
From The Philadelphia Times. 


The third republic is no freer than were any 
previous,French regimes from this deep taint of 
what the French call mouchardise. Never 
before at any period of France’s history has 
the reign of spydom been so widespread and 
absolute in Paris as now. There has been lat- 
terly much discussion in the world’s press of 
the extraordinary degree to which otticial 
espionage obtains in Russia, and very interest- 
ing details have been forthcoming on the sub- 
ject. I am now in a position to affirm that in 
Paris—I do not say throughout the whole of 
France—the meshes of the detective net are 
woven even more closcly round the entire 
population than has ever been the case in St. 
Petersburg. Evidence of this fact might 
easily be foundin the secret history of the 
Boulangist conspiracy. From first to last 
every detail of this movement was known to 
the police, more than three-fourths of the 
Boulangists themselves being informers. 

The instant you arrive at a Paris station 
you are in the midst of spies. You are driven 
toa hotel inacab. In half an hour the cab. 
man will furnish the police with any par- 
ticulars he may have been able to gather 
concerning your position, destination, busi- 
ness, etc. Arrived at your hotel, you 
become the object of scrutiny, as close 
as it is secret, on the part of divers 
persons, who, though attached to the place in 
the capacity of manager or cashier or even 
porter or “‘boots,’” are in reality enrolled sol- 
diers of the great detective army. And here I 
may mention a special characteristic of tie 
French detective system, its faculty of recrutt- 
ing adherents in all classes of society. French 
spies for the most part are not simple spies 
and nothing more. They have a trade or oc- 
cupation of their own, to which they seem 
wholly and solely devoted, while yet assidu- 
ously pursuing sub rosa their spying. 

The unsuspecting stranger in Paris has din- 
ner at his hotel served by a waiter, who, as a 
matter of course, isin the pay of the police 
and will subsequently report to them what 
conversation he overheard during she meal. 
He then sallies forth, primed with a glass or 
two of fine champagne for an evening’s amuse- 
ment of the true partisan sort. First he repairs 
to one ofthe brilliant boulevard playhouses. A 
few stalls away from him sits a gentlemany- 
looking man with steady, observant eyes, who 
glances now and again at our friend in sucha 
way as to make the latter think, ‘I wonder 
where Ihave seen tuis man before?’ He 
never has seen him before, but it doesn’t enter 
his head for a moment to suspect the man of 
being what he really is—a police spy. 

The play over, there is just timefor half an 
hour’t stroll under the horse chestnuts in the 
Jardin de Paris. Here nine-tenths of the 4t- 
tendants are either spies or scamps, or may, 
indeed, be both at once, for French police gu- 
thorities are not very squeamish in choosing 


their instruments, and seem to have a sortef 


preferegce for scoundrels over others. Their 
theory runs thatthe greater villain a man is 
the better spy he will make; moreover the 
most efficacious means of keeping a man under 
spy surveillance is to have him becomea spy 
himself, for spies spy upon each other quite as 
much as the rest of mankind. 

But our foreigner finishes up the evening by 
turning into the Cafe Americain for supper, 
where he has for next-door neighbor a ots - 
tive young woman, with whom he enters into 
conversation. She hasa sweet smile, which 
displays two rows of glittering teeth, and puts 
many questions to him concerning France and 
the French. Naturally enough, our visitor im- 
agines this is all done out of that bright, easy, 
Gallic politeness he admires so much, for 
how is he to know that every word he has said 
in reply will come to the ear of the police not 
later than the following afternoon ? 

If our friend be fond of sport he will soon 
be finding his way to the race courses near the 
capital and into the baccarat clubs, with which 
Paris abounds, and here he will be hourly in 
contact with police spies in greater number 
than there are racers on the course or cards in 
the pack. And so the game goes ‘on in every 
sphere of Paris life and society.

A Glacier in Mexico. 

Prof. Heilprin’s party, which has been explor- 
ingin Mexico and Yucatan for four months past 
under the direction of the Philadelphia Academy 
of Sciences, has recently returned chock full of 
delightful success and new information in all de- 
partments of natural history. On Mount Ixtac- 
cihuatl, which is the third highest mountain in 
Mexico, was found a true glacier, Although the 
wreck of a true volcano, it no longer presents the 
form of a symmetrical volcanic cone, but exhibits 
a long broken crest upon which snow and ice have 
accumulfted to a thickness of from seventy-five to 
one hun@red feet. Enormous crevices traverse this 
ice in all directions and make the ascent in com- 
bination with the very deep slope of the mountain 
ore of great difficulty and no inconsiderable dan- 
ger. The ice is,in fact,a new moving glacier, 
and presen all the features}which distinguish the 
glaciers of the Alps. It has been supposed hith- 
erto that glaciers were completely wanting in 
Mexico.

I'wo more witnesses testified to’ 
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A NOTABLE BOOK, 


OF A GREAT AND 
STORMY LIFE. 


TRRATING 


Collecting the Memoirs of the Father of 
Secession, so that His Characteristice 
May Be Perpetuated. 


BreMINGHAM, Ala., January 17.—Colonel 
John W. DuBose, of this city, wiil shortly 
publish a complete biography of Hon. William 
L. Yancey, the distinguished orator and mouth- 
piece of secession. The biography will _be 
complete in eyery detail, containing much iin- 
portant matter relating to secession and the 
foreign and diplomatic policy of the confeder- 
ate government which has never been pub- 
lished, and will prove interesting if not start 
ling history. Colonel DuBose was an intimate 
friend of Yancey, and in preparing his biog- 
raphy had access to all the private papers, cor- 
respondence and diaries of the great orator. 

Probably the most important historical matter 
which the book will contain will be Yancey’s 
secret correspondence, as head of the confeder- 
ate foreign cominission, with his own govern- 
ment, with Lord John Russell and with the 
government of Napoieon III, together with 
the secret proceedings of congress at Mont- 
gomery, Ala., which forms the key to the 
most decisive part of confederate history. It 
involves the army, navy, treasury and indeed 
the whole government and the cause itself. 

Another important matter, which will be 
published for the first time in this volume, 
will be the correspondence leading up to the 
duel between Yancey and General Thomas B. 
Clingman, of North Carolina, which was 
fought in the woods between Washington and 
Baltimore, and the description of the duel by 
ap eye witness. 

Colonei DuBose, in an interview with your 
correspondent, said: ‘‘Northern book pub- 
lishers—editors of magazines and reviews, as 
well as the newspapers everywhere—have 
always been ready and eager to publish any- 
thing written by or about the distinguished 
southerners who left the union 
under protest to cast their ot 
reluctantly with the confederacy, predicting 
its ruin even then, because their hearts were 
not in sympathy with the cause; but the edi- 
tors, the publishers, and even the historians, 
have almost ignored the men like Yancey, 
whocould have prevented secession by the 
power of their eloquence and the intluence of 
their following, and knowing this, went into 
the movement openly and without apology.” 

Colonel DuBose, who is probably better able 
than any other man living to judge of Yancey’s 
motives and intentions, virtually admits that 
the great advocate of secession was rather 
pleased at the breaking up of the Charleston 
convention, as he knew it would hasten the 
breaking up of the union. He says: ‘‘There 
was not room enough in that convention for 
Douglass and Yancey, and Douglass got there 
first.’’ 

Mr. Yancey’s biographer makes no excuses 
for him, holding that none are necessary, and 
thatin time history will recognize, not only 
his great ability, but his motives, and accord 
him lis proper place in the list of American 
statesmen. 

Speaking of the constitution of the confed- 
erate states, which embodied Yancey’s ideas 
of government, Colonel DuBose says: 

‘*When Glandstone speaks for Ireland, when 
Henry George pleads for free trade, when 
Bellamy conjures up a nation free from the 
domination of corporations, the vital reforms 
of the constitution of the confederacy are ac; 
curately set forth. Advanced thought every- 
where is now a practical fiulfiillment of 
this masterful work of the founders 
of the confederacy, Grant, Garfield, Arthur 
and Cieveiaud endorsed it in their recommen- 
dations of reform. So soon as it was adopted, 
James Gordon Bennett, the elder, published 
in The Heraid an earnest appeai to the north 
to accept it as the most enlightened civil pol- 
icy of the age and to seek a restoration of the 
union upon it.” 

From the forthcoming book two dcscriptions 
of Yancey’s wonderful personal magnetism 
are quoted here. The first is b* a distin 
guished citizen of Alabama, who! st mef the

state Jegislature. Hesaysofhim: ‘I cannot 
describe the impression he n.adeon me; - It 
cannot be put down on paper uw I felt to- 
wards him.

Others seemed tame and 
dull. I remembered him through all the 
years as I saw him that night. The very 
mention of his name comes to me like the 
echoes to the exiled child of Erin, of ‘the 
harp through Tara’s hali resounding.’ ”’

The address of President Thomas, of the 
Wrightsville aud Tennile railroad to the 
stock holders of that road, shows it to have just 
finished the most successful period in its 
history. 

The earnings of the road from June 30, 1890, 
to January 1, 1891, were $49,866; expendi. 
tures, $36,366; net, $13,499; included in the 
expenditures is the amount paid for new rails, 
$8,200, which makes the gross 
net receipts $21,699. nee. - Te 4 
little over 17 per cent on the cvrpital 
stock in the six months, after paying the fixed 
charges for that term. 

Amounts to the extent of $2,250 were paid 
in settlement of damage suits which were in 
no way connected with the business of the 
period. An additional county tax of $1,224 
imposed under act of the last legislature wag 
also paid. 

The work for the extension of the road into 
Dublin is all under contract,and is progressing 
satisfactorily. The extension will cost about 
$25,000, and will be completed this spring. 

The finances of the company are in such 
shape as to meet the payments on this work of 
extension, and warrant the payment of the 3 
per cent dividend declared by the board of 
directors at their last meeting, and payable 
on the Ist instant. 

On account of the financial success of the 
company in the past years, the board recom. 
mends that the capital stock of the company 
be doubled, and a share of stock of equal 
value and tenor be issued to all stock- 
holders for each share of stock they 
hold, as appears on the company’s 
books February lst next, provided the 
Centra) railroad will accept a double amount 
of stock at half the rate of preferred dividends 

This increase, the directors think, is war- 
ranted from the following facts. 

The net earnings of the company, as shown 
by the annual reports, have been as follows: 

Net earnings for second year, $3,005; net earnings 
for third year, $12,356; net earnings for fourth 
year $31,956; net earnings for fifth year, $34,646; 
net earnings for sixth year, $33,137; net earnings 
for seventh year, $36,390; net earnings June to 
December 31, 1890, $21,699; total, $173,270, 144 per 
cent; of this amount there has been paid out in 
dividends, $23,438; in interest on bonds, ete., 
$7,160 ; leaving a net balance, $142,072, 119 per cent. 
or $22,000 more than the total amount of the 
capital stock the company issued. Of this amount 
all has been applied to betterments and improve- 
ment of the company’s property, or is surplus now 
in the treasury and would leave $40,000 unissued 
capital stock in the company’s treasury.

RAPID TRANSIT, 


The Atlanta Street Kailway Company to 
Appeal to the Council Again. 

At its meeting tomorrow the city council will be 
asked by the Atlanta Street Railway Company to 
remove certain restrictions in the permit granted 
to that company for the double tracking of Mari- 
etta and Decatur streets for electric cars. 

if the council gives the company the franchise 
it desires, the change to eleetricity on all its lines 
will be made at once. 

“Our company has decided to lay double tracks 
throughout its entire system, and to use electric 
motor power exclusively,” said Mr. A. E. Thorp- 
ton, president of the company, yesterday. 

‘*Recently we made application for permission to 
lay double tracks on Marietta and Decatur streets, 
and were granted the privilege, provided the use 
of our tracks be allowed other lines. With sucha 
condition, permission was not of the 
slightest value, inasmuch as our company already 
has the right to these streets, and of course, under 
these circumstances, the road has not been built.’ 

‘‘What do you intend doing?” was asked. 

“The pew council convenes Monday. The 
privilege of fulfilling our arrange- 
ments, without such restrictions, will 
be sought. At the same time, we will ask to uip 
the Whitehall street and Capitol avenue lines 
similarly.

What Advertising Does. 

A popular western novelist remarked the 
other day that sometimes a fool gets talked 
about so much that the other fools think he 
is a gréat man. 

There is something in this view. But it 
is a mistake to limit the proposition to fools, 
It is of very general application, and hits 
sensible people as well as others. 

Some years ago a busy journalist said to a 
friend: ‘‘lamdone with what you call 
work for the remainder of my life.’? His 
friend was surprised. ‘‘How will you live?”

the calm reply. 

And the audacious newspaper man was 
as good as his word., He sauntered about, 
and presently the papers began to print 
little paragraphs about his brilliant gifts, 
and his phenomenal capacity to do anything 
and everything. People talked about the 
man, hunted him up, and offered him 
money-making opportunities. In a short 
time he was making $10,000 or $12,000 a 
year as a sort of genera) manager or boss of 
halfa dozen enterprises. Perhaps it was 
work, but he did not call it work, He 
simply traveled, talked, and allowed him- 
self to be interviewed and banqueted. And 
yet all the time he was putting in a few 
telling words for the enterprises with which 
he was connected. 

Without his self-advertising he would 
never have enjoyed such good fortune. Say 
what you will, judicious advertising will 
make enterprises and men, if they have any- 
thing in them, and sometimes it will float 
them on the high tide of prosperity when 
they are altogether unworthy.

We present these as the comments of two 
republican newspapers whose knowledge of 
the political situation is confined to the lit- 
erature of partisanship and sectionalism.

Farming in the 
neighborhood of Albany consists in sawing 
ice out of the river during the winter. In 
Vermont it consists mainly in toting stones 
from one field to another, and in preparing 
to go out west. We have no doubt that in 
Albany, as well as in Burlington, the news- 
paper men are as sadly in need of relief as 
the farmers. ‘There can be no serious dis- 
cussion on this point. 

Taking, however, a broad and serious 
view of the situation, there can be ‘no doubt 
that in the matter of nationai legislation the 
farmers of this country have been discrimi- 
nated against inthe most outrageous man- 
ner. -We have observed that, whenever the 
farmers have demanded to be placed on an 
equality with other interests and classes, 
there is immediately raised the cry of class 


legislation. There is nothing more curious 
than the application of this cry to the de- 
mands of the farmers. For a quarter of a 
century we have had little else than class 
legislations We have had legislation in 
favor of the bondholders, legislation in be- 
half of monopolists, trusts and millionaire 
manufacturers, legislation in behalf of every 
interest that has had money enough to ap- 
proach congress with a bottle of whisky in 
one hand and a roll of money in the other, 
legislation in behalf of the banks, and legis- 
lation in behalf of the Wall street specu- 
lators, Ont of all this legislation in behalf 
of special and class interests have grown the 
burdens of taxation which the farmers have 
to bear. 

Against it we have had many formal and 
perfunctory protests, but the legislation has

@ Worse condition now, so far as their rela- 
tions with the government are concerned, 
than they have ever been before, 
when the farmers, arcused to a keen appre- 
ciation of their condition and toa clear un- 
derstanding of their power as a political 
factor, demand either a reform of the whole 
matter or legislation in their behalf, there 
is at once a loud protest against class legis- 
lation. It is a very beautiful cry, indeed, if 
it meant anything, but a protest means 
nothing when it is aimed only at the pur- 
pose of the farmers and has no bearing 
whatever on the generai drift and tendency 
of legislation. 

When, therefore, Tae CoNSTITUTION 
says that the farmers must have relief in 
some shape, it means that the people must 
have relief. The legislation that will im- 
prove the condition of the farmers will. im- 
prove the condition of the whole people. It 
may not be deemed the best legislation for 
the monopolies and trusts that have for years 
been eajoying the results of special laws, 
but it will be for the benefit of the whole 
people. The farmers understand this per- 
fectly, and it adds to the earnestness and 
dignity of their demands.

With its tloor 1,200 pounds per lineal foot. The 
allowed safe strains are made under the specifica- 
tions and formule of that eminent engineer and 
expert Mr. Theo Cooper, of New York. 

I tind that with these data someof the mem- 
bers appear to be strained in compression to 24,- 
830 pounds per square inch of sectional area, 
while the safe allowed strain pér square inch of 
sectional area is 9,300 pounds, and in tension to 
37,760 pounds per square inch of sectional area, 
While the allowed strain per square inch of sec- 
tional area is 12,000 pounds. 

rom these investigations, and with the meas- 
urement taken upon parts not affected by rust, 
it would appear that the authorities are misin- 
formed as to the strength of the Broad street 
bridge , or are not as mindful of life and limb as 
the people of Atianta have a right te demand. 

Broad street bridge cannot be repaired and 
mate aafe unless taker down, carried to a shop 
and rebuilt, and then it is very doubtful whether 
it conld be done advantageously, economically or 
Satisfactorily.

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A STONE BRIDGE. 
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Mr. Johnson Says It Will Last for All 
Time. 


Mr. James L. Johnson, in a card to THE 
Constitution, makes the following suggestion 
concerning the bridging of Forsyth street rail- 
road crossing: 

EDITOR CONSTITUTIONS Ihave prepared plans 
for the constfuction of a stone bridge over the 
Forsyth street railroad crossing with a view oO 
making a bid to the city. 

What I propose to do is to connect Alabawa 
street at the ConsTiruTion building, with Marietta 
street at the old capitol, with a nearly perfectly 
level sixty-foot fstreet with belgian biock pave- 
ment, stone sidewalks and curbing. In other 
words to make it a perfect street. I do this by 
forming two stone arches which span 80 feet 
each and which will allow five tracks in each span, 
leaving a clearing of 2 feet from the top of the 
rail tu the lowest part of tne arch, which will ad- 
init the highest box car witha man on top of it 
and still ailow swinging for his lantern. It is

necessary for it to be this high on account of the 
jnimense atnount of switching done at night at 
this point, wliich requires men on top the cars 
with their signal Janterns. The remainder of the 
street will be formed by constructing heavy ma- 
soyry walis of stone on the line of the street’s 
curbing, built up to the grade of the new street 
and filled in between the walls with clay, upon 
wiich the pavement is iaid, the sidewalks being 
ina eof either stone or iron slabs laid from the 
walis to the buildings. The present second steries 
of the buildings will be converted into the 
first, and the first used as cellars. Some 
people may call this a damuge to the property, but 

do not, 4s they wilt have a first-class street upon 
which loads can be hauied without straining and 
killing the stock, a& they now do on those terrible 
ascents. It will, besides, elevate them froma 
low, wet place to the level of Marietta and Ala- 
bama streets, which will, of course, enhabce 
the value of, the property, as it will 
be the yrineipal highway, the  ma- 
jority of the people being afraid to cross 
Broad street bridge either on foot or in vehicles. 

Now, as to the comparative cost of this structure 
and one of steel, also the compar tive durability, 
which is of the greatest importance, 1 would like 
to vall Strict attention. If a steel structure such 
as necessary to be constricted there, it would possi 
bly last fifteen years, if keptin repair. Ijsay, why 
not build the stone bridge for twice the cost of a 
steel bridge and settle the question forever?

Of Troops Enrolled During the Late War 
of the Sections. 

Eprtror ConsTiruTIon: Ina recently-published 
letter a Washington correspondent makes nu- 
merous citations fronia recent work by a Colonel 
Fox, an ex-union soldier, purporting to give, 
among other data, reliabie Statistics of 
the number of troops enrolied in 
the union and confederate armies during 
the late civil war, and the relative strength and 
losses of the respective armies in certain 
batties. I have not seen Colonel 
Fox’s work, nor had an opportunity to 
test the correctness of his figures generaliy, but a 

lance at those published in the 'etter referred to 
F sufficient for the discovery of errors that tend to 
discredit the data he has given tothe public. For 
instance (assuming that his figures huve been ac- 
curate:y quoted), he states that the number of 
union soldiers eurojled during the war was 2,700,-

Speaking of the battle of Gettysburgh, Colonel 

Fox estimates the contederate army at 62,000 men. 
These figures are substantially correct, but he 
falis into errer when he gives tne federal strength 
at 82,000. General Meade, who commanded the 
union ariny at that bloddy field, states that his 
force at Gettysburgh was ‘‘alittie less than 190.,- 
000—about 5,000 men.” Fox makes the losses— 
union, 20,000; confederate, 27,000. Fortunately 
for the truth of history. the exact figures are 
available. There they are: Union, 273,049 (sce vol, 
XXVIII War Records ser.es I. part l, page 173-187); 
confederate — (see vol. XAVIL War, Records 
series [, part LI, page 338 340) 

I pass over other inaccuracies in Colonel Fox's 
book, v8 they are vi Milo’ in.ecest. 

The trash that is written and passed for history 
is incredible. and it is strange that so much of it 
passes current in the southern press and goes «un- 
challenged by confederate participants in the late 
war. Unless southern historians shall appear, 
the history of the great struggle, written in the 
light of natural northern prejudice, will 
do great injustice to the courage, man- 
hood and endurance of the southern = sol- 
diers and eople. The other day I read 
in The Knoxville Weekly Journal of the 7th in- 
stant, an account of the battle of Murfreesbor- 
ough in which the writer, a participant in the 
bloody conteston the unton side, gives the strength 
of the union army at 4.4,00 anu the contederate at 
62,000. Now how do you suppose he got these 
figures? He goes to the official report of General 
Rosecrans, the union conimander (j age 196, vol. 
XX. Series I. Part I. Records of the War) in 
which ne gives his own strength as 45,400 and es- 
timates brage’s at 62,000. if the writer had 
turned to brace’s report he would 
have seen that he estimated HRosecrans’s 
force at 70,000. The confederate army at Mur- 
freesborough actuaily nuimbered 37,712, and bragg 
States in his report that he fought the battle with 
35,000. The figures 37,712 are taken from the morn- 
ing reports of the dierent organizations for 
December 31, 1-62, the day the battie began, and 
by all persons whe are familiar with the exactnesy 
with which the returns of an army are necessarily 
made out are accepted as conclusive. (See page 
674, Vol. XX War Records, series I, part 1.) 

So that the confederate ariny ut Murfrees- 
borough, instead of being more numerous than 
the union army by 19,000 nen, was less numerous 
by 6,000. The iosses in the great battle 
as officially reported were: Union, 
13,249 killed, wounded and prisoners; and confed- 
erate, 9,345. Besides losing much more heavily in 
men, the federal army lost thirty-one pieces of 
artillery, ten stands of coiors, 6,000 small arms and 
about 800 wagons and several thousand mules. 
The confederates also lost three pieces of artillery.

With the Masons. 

The Masons come first in point of age, of 
course, but stand third on the roll in regard to 
numerical numbers in Atlanta, having a total 
membership of about 1,000, 

Unlike most other secret associations a 
Mason is not allowed to solicit or importune 
persons to join their order. This, no doubt, 
accounts for the fact that Masonry 1s not at 
the head of secret societies in this city. 

White Eazle Chapter, La Croix eighteenth 
degree, received its charter sbout one year 
ago. Owing, however, to the death of Mr. 
Thomas W. Chanier, the chapter could not 
be instituted, as there was no thirty-third de- 
gree Mason in Atlanta to organize it until re- 
cently. Dr. John Z. Lawshe was the first 
Mason inthe city to receive this La Croix 
degree. 

A chapter of the Knights of Kadosh, the 
thirtieth degree of the Scotish Rite, will be 
organized in the near futuie. It will start out 
with a very good membership, cunsidering 
how few thirty-degree members there are in 
the city. 

‘The thirty-second degree, the Sublime 
Prince of Royal Secret, is not represented in 
Atlanta. Itis communicated here, however, 
but not worked, the nearest censistory being 
at Cincinnati.

200. 
Of All Ages. 

The flight of the children of Israel from 
Egypt was nothingin the way of a motley 
multitude to the mixture that was unloaded 
from those Georgia Pacific coaches. 

Old daddies and mammies, robust young 
men and women and children of all sizes down 
to the piccaninny at the breast. They hada 
queer assortment of baggage. 

Trunks of every vintage; bundles of cloth- 
ing tied up in bed clothes until the depot 
looked like a washwoman’‘s fair was being 
held there; battered carpet bags and valises 
that had been treasured as heirlooms; baskets 
and buckets and all sorts of curious things 
were piled and heaped indiscriminately about 
the depot.

Mr. Gould has been accused 
times without number, but no one has attempted, as far 
as 1 know, to convict him, and if they tried, didn’t suc- 
ceed. His great railroad undertakings testify to his 
wonderful capacity in that line of industrial pursuit, 
and he is entitled to all he fairly accumulates in that 
or any other line of business.

Local news is scarce, as the foregoing indicates. The 
application for a receiver for the Marietta and North 
Georgia railroad is not pleasant to contemplate, be- 
cause it is an enterprise in which our city feeis a great 
interest. Its securities are not held here to any im- 
portant amount, but Savannah, Augusta and some of 
the smaller towns have bought them freely, and hold- 
ers are naturally nervous over the situation, but I 
trust, in the interest of all concerned, that the embar- 
rassments of the company may be speedily arranged. 

Colonel Hawkins, of the Savannah, Americus and 
Montgomery railroad, is in town today, and reports his 
road in a flourishing condition. There are 176 miles 
completed and in operation, 50 miles of bis Montgom- 
ery extension figished, but not being operated yet, and 
50 miles.to construct. This will give him a line from 
Montgomery to Savannah, 275 miles in all, The net 
earnings of the Savannah, Americus and Montgomery 
for October, November and December were $64,000, or 
more than half of the interest on the funded debi for a 
year. This is an unprecedented result for a new road, 
and augurs well for the future.

FLORIDIAN FACTS 


¢. 
WHICH HAVE BEEN THE CAUSE OF 
GossiP 
During the Past Week—Looking Over the 
Balance of Trade—The Winter 
Travel. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., January 17.—[Special. ] 
From a business point of view, Florida labors 
under somewhat of a disadvantage, incident to 
her seasons. An especiai effort is made by every- 
body to do business during the winter months, 
and in a great measure this operates, of 
course, against a large volume of business dur- 
ing the summer and fall months. This condi- 
tion, however, is being changed more or less 
every year, and everybody notes a growing 
disposition to spread the volume of the 
year’s business over the entire twelve months. 

Just now everything is activein Jackson- 
ville, which is the headquarters forall the 
trade of the state, the country merchants from 
all the forty-five counties congregating here 
to lay in their stocks of goods; and the state is 
full of drummers. The tourist season, too, has 
begun in earnest. All the hotels are open, 
and they show in the aggregote nearly 500 ar- 
rivals, on the§ average, every day, These 
travelers are not tourists by any means, but 
are drawn herein the way of business from 
almost every state in the union. 

There are about twenty-five hotels in the 
city of Jacksonville, a larger number in pro- 
portion to the city’s population than can be 
shown in any city in the south. At least ten 
of these can properly be called first-class 
hotels, and al! of them are dving a lively busi- 
ness right now. The weather is warm and 

delightful, and the scenes about the piazzas of 
the St. James, the Windsor, the Everett, the 
Carlton and the Placide are animated. Most 
of these hotels employ regular orchestras dur- 
ing the winter months and they give morning 
and afternoon concerts on the piazzas and in 
the parlors in the evenings. Despite the fact 
that a few other citiesin the state have in 
recent years built hotels equal to and, in some 
instances, superior to those of Jacksonville, 
still there is no perceptible diminution in her 
tourist travel. Ai) or nearly all of the great 
aritiy of winter tourists spend a portior of 
their timein Jacksonville either coming or 
going and, in fact, this is the great tourist ox- 
change where they meet to make their plans 
for trips over the state, compare excursions, 
etc. 

Since the November election matters politi- 
cal have quieted down all over thestate. The 
only question of importance is that of the 
senatorial succession. The legislature, which 
meets in April next, clects a United States 
senator to succeed Wilkinson Call, and who 
this man shall be was the leading issue in the 
late election. Nearly every legislative nomi- 
nation was made with the view of the political 
preference of the candidate on this senatorial 
question, and the result has been particularly 
gratifying to the friends of Senator Call, 
although the opposition, which is strong and 
aggressive, claims that it can put a 
candidate in the field whowill make a suc- 
cessful run against him. The curious feature 
of thiscoming contest isthe fact that the 
legislature, which consists of an even hundred 
members, is madeup of ninety-nine demo- 
crats andone republican. Following demo- 
cratic precedent, it will be necessary for these 


\ ninety-nine democrats to go into caucus and to 


make a nomination for senatoron the two- 
third rule. It would, therefore, require sixty- 
six votes in caucus to make the nomination. 
The friends of Senator Call claim about 
seventy-three more than two-thirds, and it is 
stated with a great deal of positiveness by his 
followers that at least fifty-seven are pledged 
to vote forhim. Asit requires only a ma- 
jority of the legislature to elect a United States 
senator, fifty-one of Senator Call’s followers 
can control the situation, If they wish, they 
ean disregard the demovratic precedent of a 
caucus and force an election in joint session 
without the formality of a cayeus. There are 
rumors that Call’s friends will do this, but as 
far as can be learned these rumors are without 
foundation. Hisfriends are good democrats 
and have ahigh regard for democratic prec- 
edent. They prefertogointo a caucus and 
to make his election sure by securing his nom- 
ination. | 
At least half a dozen other aspirants for the 
senatorship have been mentioned, but the op- 
position of late seems to have centered about 
John F, Dunn, of Ocala, who, it will be re- 
called, was one of the pioneers in the phos- 
phate industry, and whois supposed to have 
made several million dollars by his land and 
mining transactions during the past sixteon 
months. Another prominent aspirant is the 
Hon. E. M. Hammond, of Orlando, the state 
senator from Orange and Osceola counties, 
and in the background ex-Governor Bloxham, 
at present comptroller of the state, looms up 
continually as a possible dark horse.

The bill which 
resulted in this law was known as house bill 
No. 4,and was passed by the legislature of 
1839. It was strictly a democratic measure, 
and provoked a great deal of opposition at 
thattime. The government under it has not 
been a howling success, and about three weeks 
ago the promoters of the original bill came to 
the conciusion that they would ask for the re- 
peal of the law. They say that the law 
itself is all right, but that the gov- 
ernor appointed as members of the council 
many men who were open opponents of the 
original measure, and that the councilmen 
have taken particular pains to make the gov- 
ernment obnoxious. Atany rate, the major- 
ity of the council is made up of men who had 
opposed the measure, but some of them, at 
least, have labored indefatigably for the suc- 
cess of the government. Now that it is pro- 
posed to repeal the law, many of the original 
opponents of the bill among the citizens have 
made a change of base and Oppose the repeal. 
There is more politics in this than Sincerity, 
and mattersin this way are decidedly mixed. 
A bill will be presented before the legislature 
in April asking a repeal of the law, and a spir- 
ited fightis likely to ensue. The result can 
hardly be predicted, but it is thought that 
fully three-fourths, if not four-fifths, of the 
voters wouldsign petitions asking the repeal. 

The important events of the past week have 
been the annual meeting of the State Press 
Association, the meeting of the state prohibi- 
tionists and the reunion of the blue and the 
gray, all at Ocala.

The immense hote! built 
by the Plant Investment Company, at Tampa, 
is nearly completed and ale for opening. 
The management hopes to have it ready for 
guests sowie time this month, but it is doubtful 
if the opening day is earlier than the middle of 
February. This hotel has been built at a cost 
of nearly $1,500,000, and is the most unique 
structure of its kind in the south.

It has been a week of pugilism. New Orleans 
has disoussed and thought of nothing else, and 
has given itself over to the prize ring, admir- 
ing and applauding the visiting pugilists, and 
attending fights, sparring matches and simi- 
lar exhibitions, as if they were the only 


| amusements worth seeing. 


Monday night, the Audubon Athletic Club 
gave a glove fight between Doe O’Connell and 
Eddie Conley, two Boston young men; Tues- 
day was Jack McAuliffe’s benefit; Wednes- 
day, the great battle between the champion 
middle-weights of the country, Dempsey and 
the Australian wonder, Fitzsimmons; Thurs- 
day, Jim Corbett's benefit, and Friday, the 
banquet to the visiting pugilists. 

New Orleans has made a good thing out of it 
and is well satisfied. It was better than Mardi 
Gras and brought a larger harvest. Between 
1,500 and 2,000 sportingmen from all over 
the country came down here. Their pockets 
were filled with money, and some of them had 
$50,000 ready to bet on Dempsey. WNine- 
tenths of the visitors were Dempsey men, glad 
to give odds on the ‘‘Nonpareil.” New 
Orleans bet against them to its full limit, and 
for once was right. It is generally wrong in 
such matters, and nearly always backs the 
wrong horse or man; but it was wiser than the 


sporting talent of the country this time, and as | 


a result, it won some $300,000, a very hand- 
soine little profit from a glove fight.

DISTINGUISHED MAN. 


His Last TMiiness and Death in Chicago—A 
Wonderful Career—The Head of 
His Profession. 


| The news of the death of Mr, John W. Root, 


in Chicago, last Thursday, carried sorrow to 
hundreds of friends in Georgia. 

‘Fhe circumstances of his death were pecu- 
liarly sad. 

He left Atlanta the Friday before his death, 
a ently in perfect health. 

The Sunday following,says The Chicago Her- 
ald, feeling tired and worn owt generally, Mr. 
Root took a Turkish bath, which, in his opin- 
ion, was not advisable. In the evening he re- 
ceived a social visit from the visiting archi- 
tects connected with the world's fair, and, 
upon their leaving, went out to the carriage 
with them. He was lightly clud and omitted 
to put his overcoat on, although it was cold. 
He retired feeling tolerably well and had a good 
night’s rest, but awoke Monday morning with 
a sharp pain in the left side, and after 
awakening had a chill followed by high tem- 
perature. During the day he got gradually 
worse, and the characteristic rusty spute made 
its appearance. The following day fully one- 
half of the left lung was implicated and the 
usual pneumonic symptoms gradually extended 
tathe entire lung. During all this time he 
was restless, and all the symptoms appeared in 
an aggravated form. During Wednesday there 
was some indication of heart failure, with a rise 
in ten:perature to above 104 degrees. W ednes- 
day night he rested better, and the tem- 
perature became somewhat lower toward morn- 
ing. Yesterday at frequent intervals he be- 
came delirious and restiess, which still further 
weakened the action of the heart. About 6 
o'clock the right lung showed signs of an in- 
vasion of the disease, accompanied by an in- 
crease of all the bad symptoms, and he died 
suddenly at 6:30 o’clock, the principal cause 
being heart failure. At the time of his death, 
besides his family, he was attended by Mrs. 
Monroe, tis mother-in-law; Mr. Monroe, his 
brother-in-law ; Mr. Burnham, his partner, and 


Dr. Hooper. 
HIS PROFESSIONAL CAREER. 
Mr. Root’s boyhood days were spent in 
Georgia, most of them in Atlanta. 
Mr. Charlie Collier, Mr. Wallace P. Reed, 


and scores of men still living here, were his 


schoolmates. 

Just before the surrender of Atlanta he was 
sent to England, entering school at Clare- 
mont, near Liverpool. He stood at the head of 
his classes, and easily passed the preliminary 
examinations and entered Oxford college. He 
never matriculated, however, as his parents 
desired him to complete his education in 
America. Accordingly in 1868 he returned to 
this country and entered the University of 
New York, where he studied engineering, art 
and the sciences bearing particulariy upon 
architecture—a profession toward which he 
had been attracted since childhood. After 
graduating he entered the office of Renwick & 
Suook, New York, architects, and with them 
was engaged in the construgtion of the 
Grand Central depot at Forty-second street. 

Mr. Root moved to Chicago just after the 
great fire. ; 

The Inter Ocean says of his career in Chi- 
cago: 

in the spring of 1872 ke came to Chieago and 
entered the office of Drake, Carter & Wright. 
About the same time D, W. Burnham entered the 
same office, and in the following spring the two 
young men went into partnership, opening an 
office at No. 90 Washington street, After they 
built the Gannis building, now occupied by the 
lilinois National Bank, they moved their offices 
there. About six years ago a disastrous fire con- 
sumed their valuable library and they then moved 
into the Montauk block which they had built, 
and later, when the Reokery was com- 
pleted, they took the offices now occu- 
pied by the firm. The first building they con- 
structed was the Sherman residence, on the corner 
of Twenty-firat street and Prairie avenue. It 
would be impossible to enumerate all the superb 

rivate residences erected by the firm, and but 
ow of the greater buildings can be mentioned. 
Among those finished may be noted the Rookery, 
the Rialto, the Insuranee Exchange, the Rand 
& McNally, Pheonix and Montauk, and 
among those now being constructed the 
Chieago, the Monadnoc, the First Regiment 
armory, the Temperance temple an the 
Masonic temple. A t nine years ago Mr. Root 
married the daughter ef Henry S. Monroe, of this 
city. He leaves thiea children—a girl of seven, a 
boy of tive and a -cirl of two years of age. 

He was the secretary of the National Imstitute 
of Architects, corresponding member of the Royal 
institute ot Architecture of Beigium, one of the 
only two honorary members of the Art Institute, 
and a member of the Union League, Union, Chi- 
cago, University, and Chieago Literary clubs.

Though younger than most of the leading 
practitioners he was loved and _ profoundly 
respected by the seniors of his guild for the dig- 
nity and progress contributed to the exaltation 
of his art, by the triumphs of his genius, yet it is 
by all the younger men of the craft, te whom his 
n me had become almost a tulisman, that he wiil 
be remembered, revered, and inourned as a guide 
and counselor and a true friend whose equal 
they may never find.
